The  invaluable  help  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Truro  who  examined  the  many  specimens  taken  and  who  were  always 
willing  to  advise,  must  be  mentioned.

49%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  groups  75  years  and  over,  but  in 
the  case  of  fenales  60%  of  the  deaths  were  in  this  age  group  compared  with 
37#5%  males  of  the  same  age  group*  This  again  exemplifies  the  expectation 
of  longer  life  for  the  fenales  of  the  species* 

The  infant  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  4  weeks  were  associated  with 
prematurity  and/or  abnormality.  The  only  other  death  after  4  weeks  was  due 
to  one  of  the  unfortunate  accidents  which  occasionally  occur  even  with  the 
well-cared  for  child  -  this  death  being  due  to  suffocation;  while  the  child 
was  lying  in  his  pram  he  slipped  under  the  blanket.

Austell  Urban  District  and  Fowey  Irani ci pal  Borough.  The  China  Clay 
industry  which  employs  about  7,000  workers  is  the  greatest  single  industry, 
although  a  healthy  industrial  site  at  Holmbush  is  contributing  to  the 
employment  of  women  of  the  district.

SERVICES 

The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  vis.  the  Cornwall 
County  Council  are  usually  referred  to  as  personal  services,  while  the  services 
provided  by  the  St.  Austell  with  Fowey  Borough  Council  are  called  environmental 
service  s.  The  two  together  add  up  to  a  fairly  extensive  cover,  which  although 
by  no  means  complete,  do  give  a  fair  measure  of  protection  and  aid  at  vital 
periods  of  life.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  report  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  gives  details  of  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  in  their  attempts  to  keep 
the  environment  free  from  disease. 

The  County  Council  services  include  home  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery, 
health  visiting,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  maternity  and  child  welfare, 
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ante  and  post  natal  care,  prevention  of  illneas,  care  and  after  care  and  hone 
helps*  Variation  in  the  emphasis  which  must  be  placed  on  services  is 
constantly  occurring  e.g.  due  to  the  recent  owing  for  confinements  to  tahe 
place  in  hospital  rather  than  in  the  hone  has  neant  that  the  need  for  the 
midwife  has  diminished,  and  been  replaced  by  the  need  for  the  all  purpose 
nurse,  one  who  can  do  home  nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  and  school 
work.  Greater  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  Health  Education  and  Health 
Visitors  are  increasingly  extending  the  scope  of  instruction  to  school 
children. 

The  mental  welfare  and  welfare  officers  are  now  working  as  a.  team  in  a 
combined  department.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  move  will  help  to  allay 
the  fears  of  the  public  that  mental  illness  is  something  to  be  treated 
outside  the  sphere  of  physical  illness  and  social  need.  The  County  Council 
Mother  and  Baby  hone  -  another  aspect  of  welfare  work  -  is  under  construction 
and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  Home  in  operation  before  the  end  of  1969. 


Valuable  though  the  work  of  the  County  Council  Staff  may  be  in  the 
field  of  welfare,  a  great  debt  is  owed  to  the  many  voluntary  workers  who  give 
devoted  service  in  the  relief  of  suffering  and  hardship.  It  would  be 
invidious  to  single  out  any  organisation  for  special  mention  but  it  can  be 
said  that  these  voluntary  bodies  provide  help  for  the  young  and  old  in  need 
due  to  both  physical  or  mental  infirmities.

Progreso  with  the  building  of  Penrioe  Geriatric  Hospital  suggested  that 
the  removal  of  the  patients  from  Gedgenoor  Prio^  could  be  effected  early  in 
1969.  The  Gt.  Austell  District  Hospital  and  the  Fowo.y  Hospital  provide  a 
Medical  and  Surgical  service,  although  there  is  no  resident  nodical  staff  at 
these  hospitals.

CATER 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a.  piped  water  supply  which  is 
provided  mainly  by  the  North  and  Mid  Cornwall  Cater  Board.  This  supply  is  not 
plumb 0-3 ol vent  and  has  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  pure.  Over  400  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year,  about  half  of  these  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  of 
this  Borough.  One  area  having  a  piped  supply  vis  Polkerris  received  this  water 
from  a.  spring  -  several  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  bacteriologically.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  North  and  Mid  Cornwall  Board  mil  be  able  to  provide  a  supply 
from  their  mains  in  the  near  future.  Menabilly  and  Greensplat  are  two  other 
areas  with  private  supplies  -  the  results  fluctuate,  poor  results  being  obtained 
at  times.  Recipients  of  these  supplies  are  advised  regarding  sterilisation 
measures . 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


A  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Portmellon  area  has  been  in  progress  during 
the  year  as  well  as  the  Trunk  Sewer  from  St.  Austell  to  Menagwins  Sewage  Disposal 
'Corks.  The  latter  is  being  reconstructed  and  about  50$  of  the  Contract  has 
been  carried  out.  When  completed  the  "Corks  will  also  serve  London  Apprentice 
in  addition  to  the  St.  Austell  Tom  area. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor  the  refuse  tips  being 
situated  at  St.  Andrews  Road  and  Par  Beach  during  the  -winter  months.

ood,  both  in  the  form  of  meals  and  precooked  foods  for  immediate  consumption 
and  otherwise.  By  far  the  greatest  danger  to  health  from  foods  lies  in  the 
transmission  of  disease  to  already  cooked  foods  such  as  cooked  hams  etc.  Foods 
such  as  pasties,  pies,  hams  etc.,  provide  a  good  medium  for  the  growth  of  germs, 
and  therefore  the  necessity  for  cleanliness  in  handling  these  foods  at  all 
stages  oust  be  stressed.  The  need  to  keep  the  foods  at  a  cool  enough  temper¬ 
ature  to  prevent  growth  of  organisms  is  of  equal  importance. 


Throughout  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  carried  out  a  prolonged 
investigation  of  cooked  neats  in  conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratories. 
Many  specimens  were  collected,  at  variable  times  from  exposure  for  sale  and  from 
various  situations  such  as  under  glass  covers,  in  cold  counters  etc.  Cutting 
machines  and  knives  -were  also  checked  bacteriologically.  The  frequent  visits 
of  the  Inspectors  and  their  advice  achieved  a  greater  care  in  the  handling  and 
storage  of  cooked  foods  which  must  improve  the  safety  to  the  public.

A  prograone  of  immunisation  against  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  V/ho oping  Cough, 
Polio,  Smallpox  and  Measles  was  carried  out  during  the  year  in  a  routine 
similar  to  previous  years  except  that  measles  is  non  included.  These 
measures  cover  the  period  from  infancy  to  school  leaving. 

A  good  percentage  of  children  are  protected  above  80$  for  all  except

There  was  one  death  due  to  tuberculosis  during  1968.  The  trend  for 
several  years  has  been  downward  and  continuous. 

Regular  visiting  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  examination  of  contacts  of 
new  cases  and  existing  cases  occurs  at  regular  intervals.  Prophylactic 
measures  have  been  taken  by  offering  B.C.G,  vaccination  to  school  children 
over  a  period  of  years.  This  vaccination  provides  protection  against  the 
disease  during  a  period  of  life  when  the  subject  is  vulnerable.  When  first 
started  in  Cornwall  the  selected  age  group  was  the  school  leaving  group  but  as 
time  passed  the  selection  has  gradually  moved  to  the  eleven  year  old  children. 

In  1968  following  preliminary  testing  of  700  children  in  the  selected  age  group, 
612  received  B.C.G.vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  Many  of  the  children 
not  receiving  B.C.G.  had  already  obtained  protection  by  previous  B.C.G, 
vaccination  as  contacts.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  first  Annual  Report  for  the  new 
Borough  of  Gt.  Austell  with  Fouey.  The  year  under  review,  covering  the 
period  ending  31st  December  1968,  v/as  one  of  steady  activity  and  it  will 
be  noted  from  Table  1  on  page  18  that  the  majority  of  visits  were  in 
connection  with  housing,  drainage  and  meat  inspection. 

The  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in  classified  order  as 
f  allows: - 


1.  HEAT  INSPECT  I CIT 

Once  again  100$  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
has  been  maintained  and  in  order  to  inspect  the  21,884  animsls  slaughtered 
1179  visits  wer e  paid  to  the  4  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 
Table  2  on  page  20  summarises  the  results  of  meat  inspection  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  18  tons  36  lbs  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  this  being  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

Tuberculosis 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  was  very  low  indicating  the 
success  of  the  preventative  measures  tahen  against  the  disease.  Of  the 
11,845  pigs  slaughtered  and  inspected  only  .9$  were  affected  with  localised 
tuberculosis  resulting  in  9  cwt3  43  lbs  of  meat  and  offal  being  condemned. 

Cysticercus  Bovis 


Cysticercus  Bovis,  the  cystic  3tage  of  the  human  tapeworm  is  found  in 
cattle  -  the  intermediate  host  of  this  parasite  -  but  as  it  has  little  effect 
on  the  live  animals  it  can  be  detected  after  slaughter  only  by  carrying  out 
a  specific  and  careful  examination.  In  1968  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found  in 
4  cow 3  and  28  other  cattle  and  refrigeration  was  carried  out  when  necessary. 


It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  notify  the  owner  of  the 
affected  animals  and  also  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  local  authori 
in  whose  district  the  farms  are  situated  so  that  investigations  can  be 
carried  out.

3.  ICE-CREAM

.Abortus  was  not  isolated.

There  were  42  licences  in  respect  of  94  Seasonal  and  40  residential 
caravans  granted  during  the  year.  These  were  additional  to  the  32  licences 
granted  in  respect  of  204  residential  and  926  holiday  caravans  already  in 
force  throughout  1967. 
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The  camping  trend  has  spread  rapidly  over  the  la3t  few  years  and  as  » 
result  of  the  increasing  popularity  of  this  form  of  holiday,  concern  Is 
expressed  about  the  inadequate  standards  which  are  enforcoublo  under  the 
existing  law.  It  is  hoped  that  new  legislation  comparable  to  that 
contained  in  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960  will  soon 
be  forthcoming,

4  accidents,  which  had  been  reported  on  Form  O.S.It.2  were  investigated 
but  no  action  was  necessary, 

8.  rEBVFUTION  OF  DAI/IAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

During  the  year  418  properties  were  inspected  and  362  were  found  to  be 
infested  and  the  necessary  treatments  carried  out. 

The  public  sewers  were  test  baited  and  treated  twice  during  the  year, 

9.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


270  samples  of  water  were  collected  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year  and  of  the  176  samples  of  water  collected  from  the  main 
supplies  18  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  of  the  94  samples  collected 
from  private  supplies  44  were  unsatisfactory. 

Where  an  unsatisfactory  private  supply  i3  reported  the  consumers  are 
advised  to  continue  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes  until  such  tine  as  the  source  of  contamination  i3  invest¬ 
igated  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to  ensure  a  wholesome  supply  of  water. 

3.0.  SCRAP  KFTAL  DEALERS  ACT  1964 

During  the  year  there  7/ere  2  applications  for  registration  as  dealers 
bringing  the  total  number  of  registered  dealers  in  the  area  to  16.

Three  applications  for  licenceswere  received  and  in  each  case  the 
inspection  reports  were  satisfactory  and  the  licences  were  granted* 

One  of  the  applicants  whose  establishment  is  situated  in  Fowey  was 
previously  granted  a  licence  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 

12.  HOUSING 


In  the  field  of  housing  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  concerned  with 
slum  clearance  and  the  repair  and  modernisation  of  older  houses  and  therefore 
a  substantial  part  of  hi3  time  is  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  houses  and 
the  supervision  of  work.  The  powers  of  local  authorities  to  deal  with 
unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  are  contained  in  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts.  The  Government’s  proposed  new  Eoueing  Act  is  awaited  with 
interest. 

Details  of  action  taken  in  respect  of  individual  houses  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a 
reasonable  expense  are  set  out  in  Table  VI  on  pagu  23  while  details  of 
action  taken  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  ere  set  out  in  Table  VI 1 
on  page  24  . 

(a)  Slum  Clearance 


During  the  year  2  Demolition  Orders  and  7  Closing  Orders  were  made  and 
6  ’Undertakings’  to  make  fit  were  accepted  by  the  •'Council.  Four  houses 
were  demolished  by  formal  action  and  5  houses  on  the  Council’s  Clum 
Clearance  Programme  were  demolished  by  informal  action. 

(b)  Re-Housing 

During  the  year  29  persons  comprising  11  families  and  living  in  unfit 
houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Details  of  house  construction  in  the  area  durisg  1968  were  as  follows: 

Dwellings  completed  by  the  Council  121  with  2  under  construction  at  31.12,60. 

Dwellings  completed  by  private  enterprise  281  with  another  240  under 

construction  at  31.12.1968. 

The  dwellings  shown  as  completed  during  the  year  by  the  Counci 1  were 
at  Biscovey,  Poltair,  Vest  Hill /ifio or  1  and  Road  and  Bridge  Road,  St.  Austell. 
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(c)  Improvement  Grants 


55  applications  for  Discretionary  and  37  for  Standard  Grants  were 
received  during  the  year  and  49  and  37  respectively  were  approved. 

Improvements  in  respect  of  85  applications  were  completed  and  the 
Council  contributed  £13,427  towards  the  cost  of  the  works  involved. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 


No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  the 

year. 


(e)  Overcrowding 


10  cases  of  overcrowding  were  investigated  during  the  year  3  of  'which 
were  confirmed  and  abated. 

13.  CONCLUSION
